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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition of allowance because: Claims 1, 6, and 14 fail to provide any structure 
and relationship different from the reference Scifres et aL (US 4656641). Applicant's invention is in the structure of figure 2, as disclosed 
in the specification, however, Appicant only recite broadly "a GaN semiconductor comprising a spatial filter for eliminating stray light". 
The claim is vague and indefinite as to the GaN semiconductor structure and its relationship with the spatial filter, which render the claims 
vague and indefinite. It is well known that the use of filter - is used to limit a certain range of signal gains, wavelength, or eliminating 
certain amount of light, and having a GaN semiconductor emitting light through a filter to eliminating stray light is not thing new in the art. 
The claims are not patentable distinct from Scifres et al. (US 4656641 ).
